GHORT TALKS WITH THE SCRIBES 
OF THE COUNTY PRESS. 


A Strange Story Unraveled in Lincoln County—A 
{| Hole Under a Tree-A Riot in Montgomery 
Oounty-Tripiets in Stewart—Shootirg 
in Bumter—Other News of Interest. 


Theil Lincolnton News unravels a sensation which 
has been exciting thatcounty for twoyears. Mon- 
day night one week ago Jack Henderson, a notori. 
ous negro, gained access by a trick intothe house 
0’ a respecbtale white citizen in his absence, no 
one beirg in the house but his wife and little 
child, when he made highly insulting proposals. 
The lady ran toa neighbor's houre, and her bus- 
band having in the meantime returned, he aud 
his neighbor started in pursuit and after a desper- 
ate race overtook him, bound him with cords, from 
which he extricated himself. He was however re. 
taken and delivered to Sheriff Bruce Lang, who 
placed him in jail toawait his trial. The highes 
excitement prevailed all over town and 
sheriff Lang in obedience to his sworn duty as an 
officer of the law summoned a porse to guara the 
jail. On next day Henderson was brought before 
D. W. Sale N. P. and J, P. and was committed to 
jail, he having waived'preliminary trial. Then 
comes the seque) of the story: Jack Henderson 
and P. N. Murph y have for several years been 
living with J.N. Tarver. Wednesday, after Jack 
had been arrested and was being carried 
by the officers to Washington, for safe keeping 
Murphey who striven with all his 
might to have him lynched, left 
Lincolnton and hes not since been heard 
from. The negro confesses toa large part he took 
in the conspirary against Mr, Blanchardin swear 
ing a case of arson against him two years ago, and 
lays the great burden on Murphey and Tarver. 
Mr. Tarver was arrested Thursday and the oflicers 
are inactive search for Murphey. The charges 
against Murphey and Tarver are conspiracy and 
subornation of perjury, which, if sustajned will 
fix upon them acrime worse indeed than murder. 
Judge Hardy fixed the bail in eachcase against 
Mr. Tarver at§2,500, which he failed togive, and 
yas therefore sent to jail. The preliminary trial is 
set for the 26th instant. Neither Tarver or Mur- 
phey are natives ci Lincoln nor long 
been residents of our county.

The killing of Johnson, 
according to the verdict of the coroner’s Jury, was 
accidental. The testimony showed that the de- 
ceased wasnotinterested or engaged. A negro 
whose name has escaped us was firing at Abe Kit- 
rel with a shotgun and Johnson standing be- 
yond him received three of the shot, one through 
the brain, one through the neck, and a third 
through the chest, breaking a rib just over the 
region of the heart. Kitreliu, the wounded man, 
received ten or twelve buckshot, but is still living. 
The firing was simultaneous between the parties 
shooting and in which Johnson was accidentally 
kiiled. The party doiug the shooting was arrest- 
ed, but under the circumstances was released. The 
wounded party is now under guard, not being able 
to go io jail; others connected with the riot have 
fled. 

Hon. John Q. Adams, of Wilkes county, was re- 
cently poisoned with some foul beef, which he 
bought from some negroes. The cow was killed 
accidentally, and when the negroes skinned her 
th y concluded to sell some of the beef. The ne- 
groes were prosecuted and convicted in the 
county court.

Ou roads still further south—connections 
of the above—dividende are a rariiy, and when a 
conservative policy isthe only thine which will 
Save these roads from bankruptcy and enable them 
to discharge their obligations to the innocent bond 
and stockholders, the men in charge thereof are 
throwing away their revenue and cutting rates to 
one quarter of the normal figure, thus depriving 
themselves of their proper revenue and disturbing 
commercial relations over a large section of the 
country.

THE RAILROAD RATES. 


The rate committee of the pool meets to- 
day to settle several vexed questions growing 
out of the recent complications. Our busi- 
ness men in Atlanta regard the pool very 
much as the railroads regard the commission. 
The present rates of the pool have aroused 
more feeling than we have ever before known 
in this community. The railroads have 
no more right under the law 
to make rates ruinous to this 
city than the commission has to select a road 
and destroy it by imposing unjust rates upon 
it. We warn the railroads that they will find 
it very difficult to make any modifications in 
the present railroad law of the state if they 
permit the pool to arbitrarily fix rates so 
manifestly unjust as the present ones. 

A correspondent in another column, signed 
“An Old Merchant,” points out the remedy, 
and our people will not be slow to apply it. 

Atlanta does not want rates lower than 
those of other cities, but she will have as iow 
rates as apy othercity or know the reason 
why. Wesumit this subject to those who 
have the matter under censideration with the 
hope that they will deal fairly. If they do 
not they must not complain at what they 
are pleased to call the arvitrary powers of the 
legisiature. It will certainly be invoked 
to remedy the injustice, and a very strong 
case can be presented that would hurt mure 
in the end than woulda railroad war.

MANUPACTURES IN THE SOUTH. 

The Baltimore Manufacturers’ Record has 
the following in its last issue, which perhaps 
needs*explanation. [It “Good 
Management Needed in Southero Mills:’’ 

In our last issye ourc orrespondent ‘'Enterprise,’’ 
writing from Brownsville, Tenn., said the rea 
son why many industrial enterprises have been 
unprofitable in the south is because ‘‘we have not 
had practical men at the head, with mechanical) 
knowledge to make the enterprises a success.’ 
This is undoubtedly true, and iis im 
portance isso great that the peopieof the south 
should give due heed toit. With tbe enthusiasm 
that has taken possession of the south for building 
up manufactures, there ig great danger that man) 
will be drawn ftnto the establishment of industries 
which, from lack of experience, they are not 
fully prepared to manage, and these 
are almost sure to meet with misfor 
tune.

The inexperience of the bulk of southern 
people in manufactures is, of course, due to the 
fact that until lately the south was almost wholly 
an agricultural country. and t this may be traced 
a large proportion of the failures of southern man- 
ufactures that have occurred, although, as we 
lately pointed eut. the percentage of .tailures in 
the south is much less than in the north and West, 

Men of experience and mechanical ability are as 
necessary to the success of manufactures in the 
southasin any other section, and bo enterprise 
should be established unless it will have the proper 
kind of management. Te neglect this precaution 

will be simply to waste the money raised for new 
enterprises. There are many northern men of en- 
ergy, skiliand experience who wou'd be willing 
to furnish a fair proportion of the capital necessary 
to start new manufactures in the south, and there 
are many placesin the somth where men of this 
kind would be welcomed and where considerable 
money could be raised for any enterprise Offering a 
good chance of success. In casesof this kind our 
newly-established ‘Business Chances’ department 
will prove particuiarly valuable, 

It will be seen that the  correspon- 
dent ofthe Record says that the reason why 
many industrial enierprises have been un 
profitable in the south is because there were 
no practical men at the head with mechani- 
cal knowledge to make the enterpise a 
success. Upon the strength of this the 
Record makes theSforegoing comments and 
heads them ‘“‘“Good management needed in 
southern mills,’ Given the situation which 
it depicts, andits comments are apt ‘and 
truthful, but if the situation is something 
entirely different then the comments are 
misleading. ‘‘Many industrial enterprises’’ 
in thesouth may have been unprofitable, so 
far as we know, but are many southern mills 
unprofitable? There isno doubt that good 
management is necessary, but are not south- 
ern mills, those in Georgia, for example, as 
well managed asthe best managed at the 
north? Our esteemed contemporary, the 
Record, had best get at the true inwardness 
efithis business by comparing the results. 
We have no doubt the figures are in favor of 
the southern mills. 

It is true the “bulk of southern people” are 
as inexperienced in manufactures as the bulk 
of the northern people. But those who 
manage (lie mills are necessarily experienced. 
The Record traces to inexperience the “‘large 

proportion of the failures of southern mann. 
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fectures,” but it goes on to say that the-per- 
centage of failures in the south is much less 
than in the north and west. What, then, 
was the cause of the large percentage of fail- 
ures in the north and west? Could it have 
been inexperience? On the whole, we are in- 
clined to believe that much of the advice 
given the south, and most of the statements 
made about this section by our esicemed 
northern contemporaries, are purely per: 
functory and meaningless. 
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MORAL AND IMMORAL QUALITIES. 

The esteemed Courier-Journal calle the 
previous question on the whisky bill: it de- 
clares. that people in and about Waskington, 
who are entitled to credit on account of their 
canacity and their good faith, say that the 
whisky bill will pass by a very goo€ majority 
whenever it comes before the hease. This 
statement, it will be observed, ctre: gthens 
the preéiction made in these columns not 
many days ago tothe effect thas the power- 
Tal lobby retained at Washington in bebaif 
of the whisky ring would no éoubt succeed 
Mm convincing quitea number of democrats 
that the success of the bonded whisky swindle 
is of more importance than the success of the 
democratic party. 
But some of the Kentucky members are 
not sanguine as to the success of the meas- 
ure, and this fect iexds the Courier-Jeurnai 
tosay: ‘“Itis inconceivable, however, that 
congress Lae so far supevseded the straight- 
forward methods of estatesmansnkip by the 
vulgar trickery of ward poli:ics as to make 
such an anomalous result as thi« possible, It is 
inconceivable that arevenue measure irvolv- 
ing $20,00€;900 per annum can be withheld 
from consideration by committee log-rolling. 
It is incenceivable that a measure which is 
vital to the welfare of the principal tax pay- 
ing interests of the country can 
be stepped on the threshold of the 
house, and that sharp political jobbers can 
prevent congress from doing its plain duty of 
giving it due consideration. It is not at all 
likely Ghat the leaders of congress will allow 
aresu’t so extraordinary te appear to dis- 
credit themselves and their party. It is the 
duty of the house to meet this question 
squarely and dispose of it, and ail the arti- 
fices which may be resorted to for the purpose 
of finessing it from the boards—artifices which 
are dictated solely by fear of a majority vote— 
shouid be treated with the contempt which 
they deserve.”’ 

This is very high ground, ene would think, 
to take in behalf of as arranta piece of job- 
bery as was ever conceived in opposition to 
the real interests of the people of the coun- 
try, but read what follows: ‘We do not 
propose to examine these schemes, or to in- 
quire whether any members of congress have 
so farsunk inthe slough ef factional ambi- 
tions. We leave this question open, nor will 
we need to characterize the moral qualities of 
a scheme in which milliens of dollars of pri- 
vate fortunes, as well as the interests of the 
principal revenue payers of the government, 
are recklessly played by political gamblers 
zainst a constitutional majority in congress 
om a desperate chance to win a factional ad- 
vantage.’’ 
©ur esteemed contemporary calls this 
whisky swindle ‘“‘arevyenue measure involy- 
tng $20,000,000 per annum.”

THE RAILROAD POOL, 


We Must Have Fairplay or App'y the Remedy, 

Eprrors CONSTITUTION: I have noticed with deep 
interest the communications in THE CONSTITUTION 
of last Saturday and Sunday over the signatures of 
© Citizen’? and ‘‘Another Citizen,’’ as well as your 
timely editorial of last Saturday on the same sub 
ject. 

The present ruinous discriminations against 
Atlanta are of long standing, and our merchants 
have frequently appealed to the railroad auihori- 
ties to correct the same—so far, without any favors 
able results. 

Now, if these discriminations are to be continued 
by the pool, (and the existence of the pool only 
renders them possible), what remedy have the 
merchants and business men of Atlanta? or are 
they completely without a remedy? 

Fortunately for them and the people of Georgia, 
they are not ab-olutely bound hand and foot. 

Part IV, section 2, article 4 of the constitution of 
the state of Georgia provides that: “‘The general 
assembly of this state shall have no power. to 
authorize any corporation to buy shares or stock in 
any other corporation, in this state or elsewhere, or 
to make any contract or agreement whatever with 
any such corporation  wuich may have 
the effect to defeat or lessen competition in their 
respective business, or td encourage monopoly, and 
all such contracts and agreements shall be illegal 
and void.”’ 

The very existence of the ‘‘pool’’ isin absolute 
violation of this provision of the coustitution of 
our state. « 

Unfortunately the legislature has not fpassed 
lawste carry into effect this article of the constitu- 
tion. 

The remedy is for the merchants, business men, 
real estateowncrs, and every citizen of Atlanta, 
interested in her welfare,to see toit at the next 
election, thatthree of our best citizens are sent as 
representatives, who can and will have suitable 
laws enacted carrying into effect this part. of tne 
constitution. 

it is well known that at the meeting of the next 
goneral assem")!y the railroad powers will endeavor 
to have the power of the ralrogd commission cur- 
tailed. This should be resisted to the last extrem- 
ity. This commission is now the only check tothe 
absolute control by the pool of the whole commerce 
of the state.

L. Hensler, a well known music teacher of Atlanta, 
Gied at St. roseph’s infirmary. 

bouta week ago Pryfemor Hensler was stricken 
with paralysis in his room in the Granite building, 
where he was found by seme of his friends, 
who had ghim § carried to the! hos 
pital. Since that time he has lain 
with his eyes closed, apparently unconscious, re- 
cognizing his friends only bya pressure of the hand. 
He had mapy friends, and they spared no pain to 
see that nothing that could possibly give him the 
least relief or ene »puragement or pleasure in his diss 
tressing illness was lacking. He was constantly 
surrounded aud watched over by them. 

Professor Hensler was bornin Germany, but has 
been jn America about thirty years. Directly after 
comiug to America hecameto the south and has 
lived in the south ever since. Hesettled in Griffin 
and at the outbreak of the war, he joined company 
D. of the 220d Georgia battalion, under 
car munud of Captain James W. Eagiish, but in 
1862 ne was tranusfeired to the leadership of the 
band ofthe 52d Georgia regiment, anaee com- 
mand of Colonel L T. Doyle, a position which he 
held to the close of the war. He was devotedly 
atiacked to the south, saying after that he loved it 
bettereventhan he did his own ‘‘dear father- 
land,’’ 

Iie was noted for his stern integ’ity of charac ‘er, 
and for his high moral principles. He had a per- 

contempt of anything that was in the 
st iow, Mean, or vulgar, He Was passion 
fond of books, and had quite 
a collection of the beSt authors; but during nis 
sufferings from nas@)] catarrh he was forced two part 
wita them to procure the means of sustenance. 
Nasal catarrh was undoubtedly caused from 
exposure during the war, and finally 
the disease became so virulent and the 
organs became fo swollen thata silver tube was 
inserted in his throat for respiration, it being al- 
mostimpossible for him to breathe through his 
nosirls From this time tothe time of his death 
his patrous dropped off, until he was almost reduced 
to beggary; yet he was of sueh a noble mind 
that he would not let his friends know of his true 
condition, and when it was at last discovered he 
would accept no pecuniary assistance, only as 
loans.

COLUMBIA, March 17.—The Cash excitement hav- 
ing died out, the alisabsorbing topic of conversa- 
tion justnow in Columbia is the approaching 
municipal election. It occurs on the first day of 
April, and promises to be lively. At this writing 
only three candidates for mayor are before the 
public—the present encumbent, Colonel John T. 
Rhett, Colonel J. Quitman Marshall and 
ex-Mayor Richard O’ Neale. The 
friends of the last named gentlemen declare that 
he will not make the rac if hiscandidacy involves 
any hobsnobbing or electioneering of any kind. 
Unless he is voluntarily selected by the convention 
as the nominee he will not enter the contest. The 
supporters of Colonel Rhett are confident that his 
admirable record willcarry him through. They 
claim that he has made _ the best 
mayor Columbia has ever had and scout 
the idea that either one of his competitors 
stand any chance of geiting the nomination. It 
may be mentioned that Colonel Rhett is far more 
populajgnow than when he assumed his position 
two years ago. The better classes of the commn- 
nity clamor for his retention, while the evil-doers 
and riff-raff desire to see him supplanted by some 
leather-head, who will treat them with more 
leniency and consideration. Malefactors have felt 
the just severity of his sentences, and all classes 
of criminals within the eity limits are cowering 
under his rigorous administration of the laws, 
They andsuch sickly sentimentalists as sympa- 
thize with them are eager for hisdefeat, His firm 
and fearless course has disgusted them, and they 
wanuttogetrid of him. They desiresome milk- 
and-water person whom they can twirl around 
their fingers. But this very course which has made 
Colonel Rhett a terrorto the evil-doers has gained 
him the respect and confidence of all 
good people in Columbia. It is said 
that almost invariably Mayor Rhett imposes 
the maximum finesand penalties allowed by law. 
This has workcd the double good of filling the 
treasury and decreasing crime in the city. But this 
may be’ seid, which is highly creditable, Mayor 
Rhett makes no distinction on account of the color 
or the name or the standing of offenders. Allare 
treated alike. The white and the black offender 
share the same fate. This being true, the colored 
people, who have a keen sense of justice, look 
upon Mayor Rhett with favor and would delight 
in voting for him. A prominent citizen said 
to me to-night: ‘‘There is no doubt about 
it whatever, Mayor Rhett must be kept 
in his present place. He has undoubtedly made 
one of the best mayors Columbia ever had, and 
why anybody should wish to make a change is to 
me incomprehensible. The question which con- 
fronis every voteris: Will either of the gentlemen 
mentioned make as good a mayoras Robeit? Now 
unless this is replied to affirmatively the logical 
conclusion is tha: he should be keptin office. I 
don’t think a good, trne and capable man should 
be turned out just to make room for some ambi- 
tious office seeker.’’ 

Colonel J. Quitman Marshal), who it will be 
remembered I mentionedin this correspondence 
two weeks since asa probable candidate, is now 
actually in the field. His friends are enthusiasti- 
cally urging him forward.

The friends of the gallant 
young colonel, who isas handsome and graceful 
as he is podular*‘ deem him irresistable and regard 
it as merely a waste of time for anybody else to 
contend against hin.

The Supreme Court Deeides Against the Cialme ef 
Virginia and Arkansas 
WASHINGTON, n 
rendered by the supreme court of the United 
States today,in the important state claim 
ease. which stands on the original docket, x 
number 16, exparte the commonweaith o 
Virginia. This is a petition for a writ of 
mandamus/to compel the secretary of the

treasury to deposit with the state of Virginia 
the sum of $732 809, ‘which 
is its proportionate part of the fourth install- 
ment of the public money which, by an act 
entitled an act to regulate the deposite of 
public money, approved June 23, 1836, the 
secretary of the treasury was directed to de- 
posit with the states the surplus revenue. The 
court holds, first, that the act created no debt 
orlegal obligation upon the part of the U nited 
States to the states accepting its terms, and 
only made provision for the deposit tempo- 
rarily with the states, subject to recall by the 
government, of a portion of the surplus 
revenue of the United States. Second, that 
the original act authorized the deposits to be 
made of the surplus revenue in the treasury 
on the rst day of January, 
1837. The act of October 2d, 
1837, ostponed the deposit of 
the fourth installment until January 1, 1839, 
and when that time arrived that the install- 
ment could not be deposited because the con- 
dition of the treasury at that time did not 
admic of its being done. but congre«s has not 
made the fourth installment acharge upon 
the revenue arising in the treasury since Jan- 
uary 1, 1834, and the secretary bas no power 
to apply the present revenue to meet the 
fourth installment without authority of an 
act of congress. The petition for a writ of 
mandamus is denied. The opinion was ren- 
cones ny 4 wkice Harlan. Under theact of 1836 
to which construction has thus been given by 
the court, there was deposited with the 
States, then 26 in number, the sum of $281,- 
016 44. Thissum has ever since been carried 
upon the back of the treasury as an asset, 
but an available one. The fourth install- 
ment, ifithad been paid, would have in- 
creased thissum to $374 68858. The only 
state which has followed the examyge of Vir- 
giniain instituting proceedings enforce 
the deposit of the fourth installment is the 
state of Arkansas, which recently made a 
formal demand upon the secretary of the 
treasury.

A STUFFED FIGURE AND HOW IT 
FOOLED THES PEELERS. 


Two Policemen inthe Dim Light of the Pale Moen 
Disceyer a Suicide Suspended From the Up- 
per Bar of a Telegraph. Pole and Raises 
Big Exeitemest on That Account. 


Was it suicide or lynch law? 

That ig the question now being debated by 
the Atlanta police force, the coroner, the 
sheriff and his deputies. 

Early yesterday morning Patrolmen My- 
ersand Few were quietly patroling their 
beat in Brooklyn. The moon gave an abun- 
dance of light, and as the two men 
reached the junction of Marietta and 
Walton street they approached the water 
fountain for the purpose of getting a drink 
of water, it being yet too early togetintoa 
bar. Patrolman Few drank first and as he 
raised his head his eyes took in the heavens, 
and in their travels fell upon something hang- 
ing from across beam ona telegraph pole. 
ibe object resembled a man and after look- 
ing atit a second, he said: 

‘See, Myers, ain’t that a man hanging on 
that pole?’ 

Patrolman Myers’s eyes followed his com- 
panion’s index finger until they rested upon 
the object. He shaded his eyes with his 
hand and gazed for fully sixty seconds upon 
the object. His breath came thick and fast, 
but finally his speech returned and he re- 
plied: 

“Yes, by jingo, it is & man, and he is dead. 
He has been hung. See, there’s the rope 
about his neck, and the other end is fastened 
to that cross-beam. What shall we do?” 

“Climb the pole and cut him down,” 
pondgd his pal. 

‘‘Who?” asked Patrolman Myers, 

“You. lam too old to get up there.”’ 

“Tam too young. Besides, | promised my 
wife before I married that 1 wouldnt climbauy 
telegraph poles. Now, if this was a telephone 
pole I would not be bound up you see.’’ 

“Oh, yes, 1 see. But what are we to do? 
Maybe the poor fellow is not dead. Some 
thing ought to be done, and that quick.”’ 

‘Well, I'll stay here while you go for Capt- 
tainCrim,’’ said Patrolman Mayers. ‘‘He can 
climb. I have seen that man go up a light- 
ningrod to catch a thief—’’ but before he 
eould finish Batrolman Few was beating 
O’ Leary’s time down inte the city. At every 
corner stone his club dropped until hissignal 
received an answer, and then would 
start out again hoping that 
his signal had been answered by 
Captain Crim, but every time he was met by 
a patrolman until he reached the cemetery, 
where be ran upon his captain. 

‘‘Why what's the matter?’ sternly asked 
the captain, greatly surprised at finding the 
patrolman oft his beat outof his wara and 
nearly out of the city.
